In a statement given out by Dr. 
W. T. Fales, State Registrar, all 
parents are urged to fill out these 
cards and return them as soon as 
possible to Washington. The more 
cards returned to Washington, the 
better showing the State will make 
in the test of its birth registra­ 
tion.

Drivers of mechanical Vehicles, 
says the report, often meet Vrith 
accident in attempting to avoid An 
erring pedestrian. In other word*, 
the May Walker” often has only 
himself to blame. “It is the duty 
of the pedestrian,” continues the 
report, 
“to protect himself and 
use ordinary care. In some cases 
the pedestrian should

equally guilty with the motorist.” 
Subways, bridges, and marks to 
show where roads should be cross­ 
ed arc, it secnm, of little use. “ft 
will be,” say* the report, “a long 
and painful process before the 
pedestrku abejadons his claim to 
pass whéfe and how he likes on 
the Iting’fe highway.”

Ship Railway 117 Miles Across Mexico 
To Haul Vessels From The 
Atlantic To Pacific

The trackage will sub­ 
merge or descend into the water 
at these points thus enabling tin 
ships jib bo lodged into a floating 
drydock or cradle for transporta­ 
tion across the Isthmus. 


“The wheeled cradle carriage or
